name). With the assistance of Deputies EEE and the 
three individuals were detained, un-handcuffed, in the back seat of a radio car. Deputy 
Cheshier returned to Lennox Station to retrieve a wanted flier from the briefing book he had 
seen earlier describing the wanted escapee with a photograph. 


When the flyer was brought back to the location, itwas quickly confirmed that the individual 
they were detaining was the wanted escaneo MEER: other two individuals were 
identified as Oscar Eduardo Escobar, MH/18, and MH/15, both active Lennox 
13 gang members, and named on the master list of the gang injunction for Lennox 13 gang 
members. Deputy Cheshier requested Sergeant Glenn Brandon to respond to his location 
due to three gang members in the backseat, one being an escape risk. 


Upon the arrival of Sergeant Brandon and his partner, Deputy Ervin Francois, they 
formulated a plan to handcuff Subjecfffand place him in Deputy Cheshier’s radio car 
for transportation to Lennox Station for booking. Deputy Cheshier opened the left rear car 
door and told Subject who was seated closest to him, to face away and put his 
hands behind his back. As Deputy Cheshier took control of Subject hands to place 
handcuffs on him, Subject ried to stand up by placing his left leg outside the door 
and his left foot on the ground. Deputy Cheshier mairtained his grip on Subject 

hands and ordered him to stay inside the radio car. Subject [JJ stood up turned toward 
Deputy Cheshier, with his left foot on the ground outside of the radio car. Deputy Cheshier 
grabbed Subject upper arms in an effort to face him back toward the radio car, so 
he could grab his hands behind his back. SubjecrifJsuddenly elbowed Deputy Cheshier

in the head with his left elbow, attempting to push past Deputy Cheshier. Deputy Cheshier 
managed to grab Subject [Jin the upper chest area and they both fell to the ground. 


Subjectlanded on his back, with Deputy Cheshier off to his left side. Once on the 
ground Subject ias wildly punching Deputy Cheshier on top of his head. As Deputy 
Cheshier ordered him to stop fighting, he punched Subject five to six times on the 
left side of his face. Deputy Francois saw Deputy Cheshier trying to maintain control of 
Subject{ffJand Deputy Francois, believing Deputy Cheshier would be assaulted further, 

laced h's right knee on Subject ight hip area. Deputy Francois grabbed Subject 
i cn wrist with his left hand and punched Subject in the face with his right 
hand. Deputy Cheshier was still maintaining control of Subject left side of his body. 


Deputy Francois ordered Subject to stop fighting but Subject ontinued his 
assault on the deputies, pulling his right arm free from Deputy Francois’ hold, attempting 
to punch Deputy Francois in the face. Deputy Francois again grabbed Subject} right 
wrist with his left hand and elbowed him twice in the upper right chest to stop Subject 

from his continued assault 


Deputy assisted Deputies Cheshier and Francois in gaining control of 
Subject by grabbing Subjec arms while he was on the ground fighting against 
deputies. Subject [punched Deputy IE on his chest so he struck Subject 
B- to seven times on his forehead and the right side of his face with his right fist. 


Subject [vas wildly fighting against the deputies and was able to flip himself over onto 
his stomach and tried to push himself up off the ground. Sergeant Brandon directed Deput 
NN who had been designated with the TASER to deploy the TASER on jood 
to stop his assault against the deputies. Once Sergeant Brandon directed the TASER to 
be deployed, the deputies, Deputies Cheshier, Francois and N disengaged from 
Subjects as not to be affected by the TASER. The TASER cycled once for five 
seconds but did not seem to have any effect on Subject who tried to push himself 
up off the ground. Deputy GE cycled the TASER a second time for another five 
seconds. While Deputies Cheshier and N reid Subject [J down, Deputy 
Francois was able to handcuff him without any further incident. Paramedics responded to 
treat Subject where he was transported to Centinela Medical Center. 


IAB Note: Due to the pre planning by Deputy Cheshier to request Sergeant 
Brandon to be present for the handcuffing of Subject Emergency *10- 
33” traffic was not put out over the radio that deputies were involved in a 
fight. Sergeant Brandon witnessed the use of force and directed the 
deployment of the TASER. 


The two other individuals detained in the radio car, Mr. Escobar and Mr. Hic not 
attempt to leave and both were transported for booking at Lennox station.

Ms. EEE nitially contacted Sergeant Brandon afte: the use of force incident to relay 
her displeasure at what she witnessed. When Sergeant Brandon asked her to make a 
statement, she refused. Sergeant Brandon said he canvassed the neighborhood for 
additional witnesses but could find none that actually witnessed the use of force except for 
Ms. Hho said although she witnessed the force, did not want to talk to him. 


whose residence is west of the location where the incident occurred. Initially Ms. 

did not want to talk to us because she was so upset. She then told us she 
watched as the deputies “yanked him out” of the car and it appeared to her as if the male 
Hispanic “tripped” because they landed on ‘the floor” (ie., the ground). Ms. [EEE said 
at no time was the male Hispanic trying to run away. She stated the deputies began using 
foul language and were fighting with the male Hispanic on the ground when they used the 
TASER, which in her opinion, was not necessary because they were already on “the floor” 
struggling (refer to EXHIBIT C, photos taken from the viewpoint of Ms. i.

said after she saw the TASER used on the male Hispanic she ran out, asking the 
deputies what they were doing, saying that it was not okay. She said Sergeant Brandon 
then asked her if she would make a statement on what she saw but she refused.

Mr. Ewes interviewed on June 25, 2008 by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant 
David Stunson, after the interview with Ms. He spoke very broken English and 
was difficult to understand. It was determined that Mr. did not witness the use of 
force, and only saw the paramedics arrive. 


INJURIES: 
No deputies were injured as a result of the use of force. 


Subject! as treated for a fractured nose and a left orbital fracture (refer to EXHIBIT 
B, photographs of Subject injuries and gang tattoo). 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


Sergeant Brandon was contacted regarding the data available from the use of the TASER. 
He indicated the TASERs carried and used by the Summer Enforcement team are not 
checked out and it would be impossible to determine which TASER was used that night on 
Subject to download any data. 


IAB Note: At the time of the incident Sergeant Haynes requested a copy of 
the in service which would reflect the units deployed in the Lennox Station 
area, including those involved in the use of force. She was told the Summer 
Enforcement Team units were not listed on the in service because of their 
specialized assignment. Therefore, the in service is not included in the case. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS: 


The location of the use of force was not held for investigators due to there was nothing 
unusual to report regarding the area. Sergeant Stunson looked out the same window in the 
residence of Witness Ms [EEE Given the late hour of the incident, the bars on 
the window and the shrubbery surrounding the window, it is hard to determine the extent 
of what Ms. actually witnessed, as the majority of the force took place on the 
ground between several cars in the street.

Sergeant Brandon said Subject 
vroee to fight the deputies and it appeared he was trying to push himself off the 
ground. At this time, Sergeant Brandon said he remembered thinking to himself, “This is 
enough,” and he directed Deputy to use the TASER on him. Sergeant Brandon said 
the first cycle of the TASER hit the subject in the right arm and he continued to try and get 
up. The TASER was cycled again and Subject rolled onto his stomach where he was 
handcuffed by Deputy Francois without further incident.

Deputy EEN as interviewed at Lennox Station in one of the Detective Bureau 
interview rooms by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant David Stunson. 


Deputy EN aid he and his partner, Deputy [J esponded to a back up request 
by Deputy Cheshier. Upon their arrival three males were detained in the back seat of a 
radio car, and one female was detained, standing outside of the radio car. Additionally 
Sergeant Brandon arrived with Deputy Francois. Deputy said he was directed 
to talk to the female Hispanic as she was Spanish speaking only, and Deputy I is 


bilingual. Deputy aid as he was talking to the female he was also monitoring his 
partners. Deput said the next thing he saw was “them all ge to the floor’ (i.e., 


the ground) so he went around to the side of the patrol car to where the deputies were. He 
saw the deputies on the ground fighting with the subject. Although Deputy said 
he wanted to assist his partners he still had to maintain a visual on the female and 
simultaneously he heard “someone” yell, “Tase him.” Deputy ME o nirmed after the 
first cycle of the TASER the subject continued to fight so he cycled the TASER again and 
was handcuffed. 


Deputy NN said he believed Sergeant Brandon gave the direction to deploy the 
TASER on Subject [iJ but was not positive and he did not see who handcuffed Subject

Deputy Casey Cheshier , Fo] 


Deputy Cheshier was interviewed by SergeantLaura Haynes and Sergeant David Stunson 
at the Internal Affairs Bureau Office. He was represented by Attorney Derald Brenneman 
of the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. Deputy Cheshier told the same account as what 
he detailed in his Incident Report (refer to the Incident Report written by Deputy Cheshier 
as weli as verbatim transcript). 


Deputy Cheshier said he recognized Subject [from previous arrests and remembered 
he was wanted for escaping from a Probation Department Camp. He detained all three 
males and a female, and requested back up, as well as his sergeant. Once a plan was 
formulated to handcuff Subject J the rear driver's side door was opened and Subject 
HE attempted to push past Deputy Cheshier, elbowing him in the head. Deputy Cheshier 
and Subject {went to the ground, where Subject began punching wildly in what 
seemed to be an attempt to escape. Deputy Cheshier said he received several punches 
from Subject iso he punched Subject approximately five or six times to the left 
side of his face, telling him to stop fighting. He is unsure which deputy assisted in helping 
gain control of Subject [J or what their use of force was, but remembers hearing 
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Sergeant Brandon yell, “Tase him,” so he disengaged from Subjectfffso as not to be 
affected by the TASER. Deputy Cheshier remembered the TASER subduing Subject BE 
to be handcuffed without further incident.

Deputy Mma interviewed by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant David 
Stunson of the Internal Affairs Bureau Office. He was represented by Attorney Derald 
Brenneman of the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. Deputy Takashima told the same 
account as what he detailed in his supplemental report (refer to the supplemental report 
written by Deputy Ns well as his verbatim transcript). 


Deputy caia back up and the sergeant were requested to respond and assist 
in handcuffing om | a wanted Camp escapee, as well as two other gang 
members detained in the back seat of the radio car. Once a plan was formulated, Deputy 
Cheshier opened the rear driver's side car door ordering Subject to stay seated in 


the car, but face away from him. Deputy NN said at first, Subject omplied, 
but then he noticed he stuck his left leg outside the car, attempting to push past Deputy 
Cheshier, while elbowing him in the face. Both Deputy Cheshier and Subject went 


to the ground where Deputy NN said he saw Subject punching wildly, with 

several blows connecting with Deputy Cheshiers head. Deputy oa said he 

punched Subject lon the right side of his head, orcering him to stop fighting. Subject 

ma. ee nis assault on the deputies. Deputy NN sad he saw Deputy 
rancois’ arm strike Subject “a couple of times on the chest and head”. 


Deputy EEN said Subject continued to ignore all orders to stop fighting, and 
seemed to roll from his back to his stomach in an effort to get up off the ground. At this 
time he heard Sergeant Brandon order him to “get tased.” The first time had no effect on 
Subject [J so the TASER was cycled again, which subdued him enough to be 
handcuffed by Deputy Francois without further incident. 


Deputy Ervin Francois, “N 


Deputy Francois was interviewed by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant David Stunson 
at the internal Affairs Bureau Office. He was represented by Attorney Derald Brenneman 
of the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. Deputy Francois told the same account as what 
he detailed in his supplemental report (refer to the supplemental report written by Deputy 
Francois as well as his verbatim transcript). 


Deputy Francois said he responded to the location with Sergeant Brandon at the back up 
request of Deputy Cheshier. Once there they were briefed on the situation and what 
needed to transpire to safely handcuff Subject [J a wanted Camp escapee. Deputy 
Francois said Deputy Cheshier attempted to handcuff Subject while he was seated 
in the back of the radio car, but Subjectff-ontinued to piace his left leg on the ground, 
trying to stand up. Deputy Francois said Deputy Cheshier continued to order the suspect 
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to stay seated in the car, but Subject[fsprang up and threw his elbow at Deputy 
Cheshier hitting him in the face. Deputy Francois said both Deputy Cheshier and Subject 
fell backwards on the ground, and Subject rolled toward Deputy Chehsier 
hitting him again on the top of his head. Deputy Francois said upon seeing Subject M 
assault on Deputy Cheshier, he placed his right knee on Subject eft hip, grabbed 
hold of his left wrist with his left hand, and punched him twice in the face to stop Subject 


Deputy Francois said Subject continues to punch upward, attempting to punch 
Deputy Francois in the face, but Deputy Francois again grabbed the subject's left wrist and 
hit him twice in the chest with his elbow. Deputy Francois said at this time, he heard 
Sergeant Brandon tell Deputy to deploy the TASER on Subject He said he 
heard the TASER cycle, but it had no effect on Subject because he continued to 
fight. Deputy Francois said Deputies Cheshier and were able to hold Subject 
NE or and gain control so he could handeuff Subject without further incident.

Deputy was interviewed by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant David Stunson 
at the Internal Affairs Bureau Office. He was represented by Attorney Derald Brenneman 
of the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. Deputy [told the same account as what he 
detailed in his supplemental report (refer to supplemental report written by Deputy J 
as well as his verbatim transcript). 


Deputy said he saw Deputy Cheshier and Subject go to the ground, after 
Subject attempted to escape from the back seat of the radio car. Deputies 

and Francois assisted Deputy Cheshier, who was getting punched by the 
Subject. Sergeant Brandon directed Deputy to deploy the TASER on Subject 
Deputy cycled the TASER once and Subject grabbed his right tricep, yelling 
in pain, but continued to fight against the deputies. Deputy -ycied the TASER two 
more times but it did not have any effect on the combative subject. He said at this time the 
deputies were able to subdue the subject enough for him to be handcuffed. 


IAB Note: Deputy [said he later learned Subject Anad ripped out 
one of the barbs, so although the TASER was working, the full effect was not 
reaching the subject. 


SUBJECT EES TATEMENTS: 


Subject [IJ said he was walking back from a nearby park with Subject and 
Suspect Escobar when they were stopped by deputies and placed in the back seat of the 
patrol car. After more patrol cars arrived, he said he was then asked to step out of the car. 
As he tried to step out Subject said the deputy stated pulling him out and asked him 
why he was trying to run. Subject denied trying to escape from the backseat of the 
patrol car and said, “The cops grabbed me and just started hitting me all over.” He said the 
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deputies then deployed the TASER on him for no reascn. When asked if he knew why he 
was being detained he said it was for a gang injunction, but denied being a gang member.
